DOWN IN THE TUBE 

The number of people using Hamptons Subway 
last week shattered all records. Among those 
riding were Steven Spielberg, Christie Brinkley, 
Elon Musk, Jerry Seinfeld, Peter Beard, Jon 
Stewart, Ron Perelman, Itzhak Perlman, Louis 
CK, and Scarlett Johansson. It was surely a 
banner week for Hamptons Subway. 


FRAUD 

On Friday at 4 p.m., persons unknown installed 
a second turnstile on the platform at the busy 
Southampton station. It was set up about 10 feet 
closer to the subway trains so that once you 
went through one of the eight legal turnstiles 
you would see this lone second turnstile on 
the platform that looked just like the others. 
A woman in a bogus subway uniform stood 
alongside this second turnstile saying the funds 


there would be used to feed the Syrian refugees in 
Turkey but in reality the second swipe led along 
wires to a device in her purse which diverted 
all the funds to a private offshore account.

On both “spur” lines, leading from Main 
Street East Hampton and Southampton to 
the respective beaches, we have courtesy 
air inflation and deflation tanks for all those 
bringing inflatables to the sand. Deflate before 
going down to the subway platform, then inflate 
as you step off:at the beach. At both stations 
on Tuesday, we discovered that these signs 
had been swapped with each other so people 
inflated the inflatables as they got onto the 
subway trains and then deflated them when they 
got to the beach. We regret any inconvenience 
and have since fixed this problem. 


TRUMP PROBLEM

New stock was issued and he 
was chased away subsequently, but during his 
24 hours in charge he had a rule passed which 
read “people whose primary language is Muslim 
will be subject to arrest if they try to use the 
subway.”

Everything has 
returned to normal.

MINIMUM SPENDING LAW IN FORCE 

As the summer kicks into high gear, the 
Hamptons Police Department is reminding 
visitors to the South Fork that a minimum 
spending law is in force throughout the area. 
“Visitors to the Hamptons usually. wind up 
spending a lot of money out here,” says 
Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. But 
what these visitors might not realize is that, 
according to Hirsch, they are in fact legally 
required to do so. “We've been fairly lax in the 
enforcement of this particular law, but this 
summer we're going to step it up.” The Minimum 
Spending Law, which has been on the books 
since 2003, requires that non-residents visiting 
the Hamptons spend at least $50 per person 
per hour. For example, a party of four, visiting 
Southampton for three hours, is required to 
spend at least $600. The way the law is written, 
this remains true even if some members of 
the party are children. “Some people have 
gotten a little bit worried about finding ways to 
spend the minimum on children,” says Hirsch, 
chuckling slightly. “They obviously haven’t 
been here very much.” Hirsch detailed plans to 
set up periodic checkpoints on roads leading 


out of the Hamptons where visitors will be 
asked to show receipts to demonstrate 
that they’ve abided by the statutory minimum. 
Hirsch adds that visitors shouldn’t get 
stressed out as police step up enforcement of 
the law. “Just spend freely, and you won't have 
a problem.” 


MCGUMBUS EMERGES 

Police were summoned to a beach on Shelter 
Island on Monday in response to emergency 
calls reporting the sound of banging and muffled 
cries. Knowing that the beach in question 
is the site of Old Man McGumbus’s “secret” 
underground bunker, where the 115-year-old 
McGumbus has been living in isolation for 
over a year, police brought in heavy digging 
equipment to locate the sealed entrance to the 
steel-plate bunker. After three hours of digging, 
the entrance was located, and a team of welders 
cut the heavy bolts that had secured the hidden 
dwelling from the outside. A squadron of 
doctors was summoned to be on hand to tend 
to McGumbus in case he was in need of medical 
attention, and a helicopter was placed on stand- 
by to fly McGumbus to hospital if the need 
arose. However, when McGumbus was lifted out 
of the bunker, he appeared to be in excellent 
health—he even seemed to have gained some 
weight, which is perhaps attributable to his 
steady diet of dried meats. When asked if there 
was a problem, McGumbus merely winked and 
said, “I hear my friend Donald needs a VP. Well, 
I’m ready, willing, and able.”

Town Passes New Law Regarding Helicopter Noise 


BY DAN RATTINER 


ast Hampton, which owns East Hampton 
Airport, passed laws regulating noisy 
helicopters arriving at this airport last spring. 
_ There are hours when helicopters are not 
allowed to land. But now the Town, urged on by 
citizens still angry at the helicopter noise during 
the daylight hours when it is still allowed, has 
passed a new law for this summer. 

No helicopters of any kind will be allowed to 
land on their own at East Hampton at any time 
and under any circumstances. But they WILL 
be able to land and take off from the new Blimp- 
o-Copter service that the town is inaugurating 
beginning July 1. 

On that date, all helicopters bringing 
passengers to the Hamptons will have to fly 
up to the huge Blimp-o-Copter blimp that 
will, beginning at 8 a.m. on that date, appear 
500 feet up over the main departure point for 
East Hampton Airport, which is the helicopter 
pad on the Manhattan side of the East River at 
35th Street. 

“Helicopters from all over bearing people 
who wish to come out to the Hamptons will 
fly up to the blimp there, the big aluminum 
door on the side of the blimp will open and all 
the helicopters will be required to fly in one 


at a time and hover in the vast interior,” said 
Clarence McKensie, who is in charge of the 
Blimp-o-Copter service for East Hampton. “The 
blimp will make the trip out to East Hampton 
with the noisy helicopters inside at three-hour 
intervals. First trip will leave at 9 a.m. every 
day. There will be further departures from the 
city at noon and then again at three and six.” 
When the Blimp-o-Copter -arrives at East 
Hampton airport—silently and at 3,000 feet—it 
will descend slowly down to 500 feet.over the 
terminal, the aluminum doors will reopen and 
the helicopters inside will fly out in the opposite 
order that they came in, descend the rest of the 
way to the runway—noisily, to be sure, but at 
least just a short distance and with the noise 
confined entirely to just over the airport where 
it belongs. The chopper passengers will then 
disembark, and then the chopper will take on 
new passengers to fly back up again to the 
blimp, to hover inside for the one-hour trip 
back to the city. The Blimp-o-Copter will make 
four round trips a day between 9 a.m. and 
7 p.m., taking people in and out this way, almost 
soundlessly, with just the slightest purr of the 
small electric motors that are on each side. 
There will be a second Blimp-o-Copter on 
hand if there is a problem with the first one, but 
it will not arrive at East

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Hampton Airport until July 31. The town will 
rely on the one Blimp-o-Copter until then. They 
don’t expect any problems. And after that, the 
second can always come to the rescue. 

McKensie told us that, since the announcement 
of the law, there has been a flood of reservations 
for the service, so prospective customers should 
make their reservations early, something you 
do by calling your regular helicopter service 
and reserving a seat. All helicopter services 
have already made their arrangements with the 
Town for the use of the Blimp-o-Copter. You 
need do nothing else. 

Here are the answers to some questions we 
posed to Mr. McKenzie. 

“Is there an extra charge for ek the 
Blimp-o-Copter? 

“No. The service is free of charge. The Town 


of East Hampton is footing the bill. They’re the © 


ones who want the quiet service. So the Town 
is paying for it.” 
“Where do the Blimp-o-Copters live at night?” 
“The blimps are housed in the brand new 
hangar we have just built at the airport. It is 
large enough to hold four Blimp-o-Copters if 
that becomes necessary. Servicing whatever is 
necessary is also done there during the night.” 
“Tell us about the electric motors that turn 
the propellers to steer the Blimp-o-Copter.” 
“There are two of them, one on each side of 
the blimp, for balance, and in case one fails, 
there’s the other. Two pilots steer the Blimp- 
o-Copter, one on each side under the motor in 
glass-enclosed cockpits that give 360-degree 
visibility. The blimp motors get plugged 


into an electric outlet to recharge every night. 
The motors are from two Toyota Priuses 
adapted for the blimp by workers from our 
Town Highway Department.” 

“Do you use helium?” 

“Yes. The helium is pumped into the 
main structure from tanks just above the 
electric motors on each side to make the 
blimp rise. The helium is then pumped 
in reverse back into the tanks to cause the 
Blimp-o-Copter to descend. The two pilots 
are in constant contact by cell phone while 
operating the Blimp-o-Copter to coordinate the 
whole thing.” 

“If the helium is in there with the helicopters, 
does it have any effect on the passengers?” 

“Helicopter pilots are instructed to keep the 
chopper cockpit windows closed while they 
hover in there. If a window is accidentally left 
open, you will know. People talking will begin to 
sound like Donald Duck. It happens. Not much 
we can do about that.” 

Where is the Blimp-o-Copter made? 


“Fort McHenry, Canada, by... the 
Akron & Bombardier Blimp. and Fireworks 
Company LLC.” 

“Is it sound proof?” 

“Pretty much.” 


“Does Blimp-o-Copter stop along fhe way to 
pick up other helicopters?” 

“No. It is a non-stop service. The customers 
expect nothing less. Other helicopters must. 
come early to 32nd Street to join up.” 

“Can Blimp-o-Copter 
oversize helicopters?” 


handle 


“Any helicopter that can fit through our 
aluminum door can be accommodated. The 
door, when opened, creates. an opening 50 
yards wide. That is more than adequate for any 
helicopter currently made.” 

“What’s the capacity of the Blimp-o-Copter?” 

“The maximum number of helicopters that 
can be accommodated per trip is 86. That’s the 
rule laid down by the FAA. Above that, you have 
to wait for the return of the Blimp-o-Copter for 
the next trip.” 

“Is there any help from your staff with the 
loading and unloading?” 

“Of course. We have eight trained flagmen 
inside the Blimp-o-Copter whose job is to locate 
a safe spot for an arriving helicopter to hover for 
the duration. The training includes instruction 
on spatial relationships.” 

“And the pilots? They are trained?” 

“Of course.” 

“What if a bird flies in?” 

“The flagmen have nets. But if the bird is 
still in there at departure time, then the bird 
disembarks at East Hampton.” 

“Anything else?” 

“Well, I think that flying inside the Blimp-o- 
Copter is going to take a little getting used to. 
But in the end, we think it will all work out. 
People like to say they choppered out to the - 
Hamptons. You can’t blame them for that. 
They’ll just leave out that they choppered out 
inside a blimp.”

The Sound of Music 


Rumors Abound—And Here Is What’s Happening in Montauk

he rumor is that all amplified, live musical 

performances in Montauk must come to an 
end at 9 p.m.—that it is a new town law, and 
because of that, all the nightclubs in Montauk 
will either have to revert to acoustic guitar 
and sing-a-longs or shut down altogether. As a 
result, all those who have contracted to perform 
in Montauk this summer will have nowhere to 
play and, as one wag wrote in a blog, the town 
“will have got what they wished for.” 

The rumor is not true, although pieces of it 
are. And I would herewith like to straighten 
it out. 

The Town has a longstanding law that states 
that all live, amplified performances outdoors in 
the town must cease after 9 p.m. Certainly this 
makes sense in a community where residences 
and clubs are in the same neighborhood. 
But the law only pertains to music played 
outdoors. Amplified performances can continue 
indoors, so long as the decibel level is below a 


measureable shrill and booming volume. And 
outdoor amplified performances can also be 
allowed for special occasions. Permits for those 
occasions—weddings, family reunions etc.— 
are available at Town Hall based on what the 
occasion is. 

The goal of the town is to have musical 
performances live side-by-side with homeowners 
who would like to not be kept up all night, and 
that is not an unreasonable thing to ask. 

It is true that at the Surf Lodge in Montauk, 
outdoor performances in the next few weeks 
have been cancelled. (The popular weekly 
Nancy Atlas concerts were moved to Baron’s 
Cove in Sag Harbor.) The reason is the actions 
of the State Liquor Authority (SLA). Turns out 
that when a club gets a permit to sell liquor, it 
is necessary, if they want to pair the selling of 
liquor with live music, that their liquor license 
include classification as a live music vénue. 
In going over Surf Lodge’s liquor license this 
spring and noting that music is played there, 
the SLA pointed out that Surf Lodge is not 


classified that way. The SLA therefore told Surf 
Lodge that they would be subject to charges if 
they had live music on the premises there with 
the current license. The Surf Lodge decided 
that they should not do that. And so upcoming 
performances were cancelled. 

Getting that part of the liquor license 
approved takes an investigation by the SLA, 
which can take several weeks to complete. 

I believe the Town first learned of this when 
the SLA held a hearing about Surf Lodge. 
Regarding summonses from last year, the Town 
said that Surf Lodge asked them to help, and 
the Town told Surf Lodge that if they took care 
of the noise charges and other summonses 
from last summer, they would consider helping. 
The Town can help by giving a good report 
to the SLA as they consider it. It’s not clear 
if Surf Lodge has yet taken care of last year’s 
charges—they were pending in town justice 
court as of this writing—but that is not an 
unreasonable thing to ask. 

Apparently, now, all the (Cont'd on next page) 
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other restaurants and bars in Montauk are 
taking a close look to see if their SLA permits 
allow live music. If their permits don’t, they too 
will likely stop live performances until things 
are straightened out. 

In other words, this whole thing will be 
resolved one way or another in the next few 
weeks as the various venues with a liquor license 
problem apply to add the live music part to 
their existing licenses. All of this does, however, 
speak to the larger problem in Montauk, which 
is basically that five years ago there were three 
venues in Montauk that played live music at 
night, while today there are about 10. 

In acity, even asmall city, this is not a problem. 
In a tiny summer resort village, however, 
this could be a big problem. Montauk 


merchants were happy when the village 
was “discovered” by the Hamptons with the 
addition of Surf Lodge and Navy Beach all those 
years ago. Music is good. Fun is good. But 
when it gets out of hand and Montauk begins to 
assume an identity more like a drunken-wet-T- 
shirt-and-piss-in-the-alley sort of place, it is the 
job of the Town to tighten up the law and for 
the enforcement agencies to issue summonses. 
I can’t imagine anyone, even the club owners, 
objecting to that. 

Last Thursday, The New York Times published 
a huge front-page article in their Style section 
called “Summer in the Hamptons” and, among 
other things, mentioned the annual changing of 
the guard where old places are gone and new 
ones have come in. In Montauk, it noted, the

noisy Ciao by the Beach is now a Mediterranean- 
style restaurant called the Arbor. The venerable 
Duryea’s, which used to be a lobster eatery 
with paper plates and plastic tables, is in its 
new incarnation a spot with not only the usual 
lobsters in all forms, but also oysters and sushi 
served on teak tables with bamboo plates. 
Rowdy Ruschmeyer’s is “switching things up” 
says the Times, pairing the restaurant with 
the East Village bistro Virginia’s and the chef 
Savannah Jordan. Then there is Gurney’s, the 
keystone venue in Montauk, all re-imagined as a 
romantic and gorgeous high-end resort. 

This sort of thing means higher prices and a 
more well-mannered clientele. Nothing against 
the rowdies personally, but there are places to 
go for that stuff. It’s just not for here. In the long 
run, it cheapens a place and makes it shabby 
and unhappy for everyone. 

There was a time, about 30 years ago, when 
the Village of Westhampton Beach appeared 
to be getting overrun by groups of bikers from 
Long Island’s western end. A turning point came 
when a nightclub called Club Marakesh became 
the venue for a racially motivated assault in its 
parking lot late one Saturday night.

Two other stuffed fish, a tuna and a shark, 
were also sold, reportedly to a motel. Also 
going were Cyril’s sweatshirts, caps, menus, 
a framed seashell painting, a big Cyril’s Beer 
Tub sign, Cyril’s T-shirts and various other 
items. It was a sad time. Former employee John 
Fairchild handled the sale. 

Cyril, who owns other property in East 
Hampton Town, was not there. He was in 
Anguilla, the Caribbean island where he owns 

another bar. 


LYFT ARRIVING? 

The ride-hailing company Lyft has announced 
they are coming to the Hamptons. Here they 
will compete with Uber and, of course, the 
regular taxi companies. Lyft is one-seventh the 
size of Uber in New York and wants to grow to 
one-sixth and so forth and so on. They’re in the 
midst of a nationwide attack on Uber, recently 
slashing rates in New York between Monday 
and Friday by 50%. 

If Lyft is serious about the Hamptons, they 
may take a different view of the laws in East 
Hampton. The Town is pretty strict, and last 


spring Uber sent a couple of executives out 


to negotiate with the Town and in the end 
just walked out and said they were gone and 
wouldn’t be back. They then told the media 
they were “thrown out.” So now you can take 
a ride TO East Hampton by Uber, but you can’t 
be picked up by Uber IN East Hampton. It will 
be interesting to see how Lyft deals with East 
Hampton Town. In the battle of Uber and Lyft, 
the coast is clear, in East Hampton anyway. 
Maybe Lyft will just lie down and let themselves 
be run over. And that’s a pun. 


HOME RAZED 

Proof that real estate is all about location, 
location and location. Wealthy hedge-funder 
Thomas Gilbert Sr. lowered Thomas Jr.’s 
allowance from $600 to $400 a month, as a 
result of which, alledgedly Jr. killed Sr. by 
shooting him.

as an experiment. Would that help? Town 
officials put themselves into the traffic jam on 
the morning of the experiment and they came 
away saying it made no difference whatsoever. 
So the plan was abandoned. 

Supervisor Jay Schneiderman is now 
considering raising the speed limit from 
35 miles an hour to 45 miles an hour on County 
Road 39 as a possible solution. That, in my 
opinion, would be a very dangerous business. 
Years ago, the plan was to do a major State 
road through here at great expense, with wide 
lanes and much taking of much commercial 
land on each side. When it was also realized 
that commerce would be crippled for half 
a year while it was under construction, the 
community persuaded the County to do it at 
less expense, narrower and in a shorter time. 
So that is what was done. 

The County Road is quite dangerous if you 
go fast. People have been killed on this road. 
The police department felt it would be so 
unsafe, they ordered billboards put up with 


police officers holding radar guns and saying, 


basically 35 MILES AN HOUR, THIS MEANS 
YOU. They got bad press because they were 
so unfriendly. Finally, they were removed. But 
45 miles an hour? This is not a good idea.

How do you conceive of space and distance in 
your art? 

At a practical level, I find that distance is 
an effective tool for guiding the manner in 
which a work is viewed. It entices the eyes 
to travel across, or into, the image in specific 
ways. Just as importantly, depending on their 
distance, arrangement and context, the spacing 
of objects in an artwork can convey a dizzying 
variety of emotional themes. 


Are you trying to evoke a feeling in 
the viewer? 

It depends on the work. Sometimes, the 
objective is to generate a specific emotion 
within the viewer, while on other occasions 
the goal is to convey an idea. In the case

the viewer when you create 
your works? 

I continually make an effort 
to incorporate the viewer into 
the creative process. All art is a 
form of communication. At that 
level, it’s critical to at least have 
an understanding of the viewer’s 
perspective—if only to be better at 
conveying one’s ideas. If that monologue can 
be transformed into a discussion between artist 
and viewer, so much the better. In the case of 
this week’s cover, each Dan’s Papers reader, 
through the act of viewing the representation of 
another Dan’s Papers reader, becomes an active 
participant in the final product. This visual 


regression extends beyond the picture, out into - 


the viewer’s chosen environment, and blurs the 
line between constructed art and reality. - 


How did the cover image come to be? What 
elements did you remove from the original 
photograph to get this final image? 

I'm often drawn-to beach-scapes. I’m not 
certain if it’s the simplicity of the subject that 
meshes so well with my approach to art, the 
unique atmosphere and light, or perhaps the 
aura of nostalgia that emerges from memories 
of past beach days. 

In this instance, the framing concept is based 


on a snapshot that was taken by a 
friend of mine, Anne D’Innocenzio. 
I juxtaposed her first-person 
perspective—now simplified to its 
core elements—with another, bare- 
bones image from Scott Cameron 
Beach in Water Mill. I included the 
sailboat to enhance the depth of 
the image and to impart an air 
of warmth and relaxation together 
with wistful, aspirational fantasy. - 

Of course, any day at the beach 
has to have the right reading 
material. The cover image within the cover 
image was based on another photo I took at 
Scott Cameron Beach. I felt the choice further 
amplified the theme of regression. 


Can you talk a little about the “lie” of 
photography, as you interpret it? i 

It’s astubborn presumption that a photo dat 
is fact. The very nature of technology and 
perhaps as importantly, its historical use as a 
tool of news reporting, furthers the notion that 
the camera portrays the world as it is, rather 
than as a representation of the artist’s vision. 
Through my work, I try to make the artistic 
principles of the photographic image explicit by 
eradicating those subconscious cues that, all 
too often, encourage such a fundamental fallacy 
in the mind of the viewer.

Hot Choices:

N othing says summer on the East End like hosting 
a barbecue in your backyard with friends and 
family. Hamptons professionals have the information 
to help you find your perfect grill. 

Jeff Yusko of Southampton’s P.C. Richard & Son 
says that first and foremost you need to know 
what size grill you want. Consider the number of 
people you ordinarily cook for and the space you 
have available. For your family and small groups, 
600 to 900 square inches of cooking surface should 


be plenty of room, though most portable grills 
provide only 200 square inches of cooking area. 

This is the sort of information you'll only get from 
experienced salespeople who operate their own grills 
at home. “You want a dealer that has knowledgeable 
sales people,” says Al Topping of Herrick Hardware 
in Southampton. ee oe 

Yusko advises that you look for stainless steel 
grills. “You pay more, but get more longevity.” 


There are two types of fuels for gas grills: propane 


and natural gas. Natural gas grills are less expensive 
than propane or charcoal, but require the installation

of a dedicated pipeline by a certified professional 
to provide fuel to the grill. Also, with natural gas 
grills, once the gas line is installed, your grill will be 
immobile—so choose wisely. 

Most grills on the East End use liquid propane, 


' which requires a tank. A 20-pound tank lasts for 


about 25 hours of grilling time. Propane gas grills 
offer more flexibility with regard to grill placement 
because they don’t require a dedicated gas pipeline.

“The portable grill with a cart is atypical,” says 
Yusko—but it’s a popular option on the East End. 

Yusko recommends always keeping a spare tank of 
propane at hand. He says, “It’s not always easy to get 
a tank at the last minute.” 

There are also charcoal and electric grills. With 
charcoal, you should look for grills that make it 
easy to regulate the heat. Electric grills are good for 
Hamptonites who have.a small patio or balcony that 
has an electrical outlet. The benefits of an electric 
grill are that they heat up quickly, cook food evenly 
and are fairly easy to clean. 

For charbroil grills, Yusko recommends getting 
one with a side burner, and to look at the British 
Thermal Units—btu’s. Yusko also suggests a sear 
burner. “The sear burner has become a big thing 
because it gets a lot hotter a lot quicker.” 

Is charcoal or propane better? That depends 
on personal taste. “Charcoal takes more time and 
patience. Propane grills are fast and easy to operate,” 
says Topping. Both Topping and Yusko stand by the 
Weber brand because of its solid value and ease of 
set-up. “Weber is highly rated,” Topping points out. 

For cleaning purposes, “Always coat the grill with 
olive oil,” says Yusko. This makes the grill much 
easier to clean after grilling. Brush the rack while it’s 
still hot. It’s a good idea to clean out the drip pan | 
after each use. 

“You should get a good brush, and it’s nice to have 
a toolset with tongs, spatula and a fork,” says Yusko. 

Always cover your barbecue, to protect it from the 
elements, and to cook your food more quickly. 

Yusko recommends that if your propane tank 
gets rusty, get rid of it. Never store a propane tank 
indoors, and when you’re finished using the grill, 
make sure the valve is turned completely off, and 


- that you disconnect the tank. The most common 


thing to go awry with your grill is that the igniter 
wears out—Yusko Says it can easily be replaced.

% ag Harbor’s R.L. Stine makes a living by scaring 
the daylights out of kids and teens—though 
reality is anything but dark and stormy nights for the 
horror author. 

Stine is one of the most famous and prolific 
children’s authors of all time, known for the iconic 
Goosebumps and Fear Street series of novels. 
Goosebumps’ original run, from 1992-1997, comprises 
62 books with campy titles like Say Cheese and 
Die and The Blob That Ate Everyone. Stine himself 


GUILD HALL 


has become a mythical figure among kids 
who read Goosebumps religiously, but this 
down-to-earth writer couldn’t be more 
approachable and open: willing to talk 
about his family life, about keeping his 
books fresh and relevant and about some 
of his upcoming projects. 

Stine and his wife, Jane Waldhorn, 
honeymooned on the East End and have 
lived here for much of their careers. 
“In 1980, [Jane and I] bought a house in 


Southampton, bought a car and had a kid. RL. Stine 


We became adults in 1980,” Stine laughs. 
“We did everything in one year. We had a 
couple houses in Southampton, and we’ve 
been in Sag Harbor almost 20 years.” 

Stine hasn’t set any of his Goosebumps 
= stories on the East End, or in Manhattan for 
z that matter; relatability is key. “I grew up in 
'= Columbus, Ohio, and most of my stories 
S are very suburban,” he says. “They all start 
S out in the backyard. The Hamptons are 
= too rarified. I don’t think many kids in, say, 

Montana could identify. !'ve never done a 
_ story set in New York City. That’s partly a 
superstition of mine.” 

As summer approaches, Stine is looking forward 
to spending time in his Sag Harbor backyard. “I just 
love it,” he says. “Cappelletti [Restaurant] is right 
around the corner. Jane and | love walking around 
Sag Harbor. We just really love the Hamptons!” Stine 
plans on staying in Sag Harbor through Labor Day. “It 
took me 25 years to realize I didn’t have to go back 
and forth to the city. It took me all that time,” he 


- marvels. “We built this insane pool, three waterfalls 


and a 30-foot waterslide. The neighborhood kids all 
want to swim.” 

The friendly, warm Stine is a far cry from the 
wacky, unhinged persona Jack Black created for 
2015’s Goosebumps film—and Stine wouldn’t have 
it any other way. The well-received movie starred 
Black as a fictional version of Stine. In the film, Stine 
teams up with his young daughter and her friend to 
save their small town from monsters that escaped 
from Stine’s books. 

“I actually liked it! As the author, you don’t know 
[how a film will turn out],” Stine says. “I got lucky, I 
think. It could have been horrible. It could have been 
series-ending. They did a wonderful job. I thought 
Jack was a great evil version of me! He flew out the 
winter before they filmed, just to look at me, I think. 
He said, ‘Bob, what’s true about you in the script?’ I 
said, ‘Nothing, not a thing!’ He said, ‘I’m going to play 
a sinister version of you.’ He decided to play me as 
Orson Welles,” Stine chuckles. He’s very happy with 
how the film turned out. “It did so much better than 
anyone thought it would,” he says. “Goosebumps is 
heading into its 25th year next year. All those kids © 
who read the books in the 1990s are now in their 30s, 
and they took their kids to see it.” 

Stine continues to write Goosebumps books, and is 
astonished by the influence the film had on making 
some of his classic characters become new fan 
favorites. “Slappy the Dummy is the most popular. 
We're doing four Goosebumps Slappy World books. It 
was so astounding to see how many kids went out as 
Slappy for Halloween,” he says. 

Stine also recently revived his teen-oriented Fear 
Street series. “I’m killing teenagers again!” Stine 
exclaims, noting that while he never kills children off 


_ in the Goosebumps books, teens are fair game in Fear 
Street. And while he can’t share details, Stine hints 


that audiences could be seeing a Fear Street movie in 
the near future. 

When asked a common question—what makes 
Goosebumps so _ successful?—Stine’s answer is 
simple: the storytelling. “Jack said it in the movie: 
every story has a beginning, a middle, and a twist. 
I don’t know who wrote that [line] but it’s perfect! 
There has to be, at some point in the book, a huge 
twist and the reader has to be shocked and>say, ‘I 
didn’t realize that.” 

Life is good for Stine. His books show no 
signs of slowing down, he loves the East 
End and he continues to develop new ideas. 
“It’s nice to be old,” he smiles. iL
